Censor’s Orders 
To Italian Press 
Shown by Editor 


NEW YORK—The trials and 
tribulations of a Fascist editor 
in Il Duce’s Italy have been re- 
vealed by Girolamo Valenti, edi- 
tor of the liberal Italian news- 
paper, La Stampa Libera, pub- 
lished in. New York City. Val- 
enti recently translated samples 
of secret orders sent by the min- 
istry of press and propaganda to 
all Italian editors. 

The not-so-free press of Italy 
received the following and scores 
of other orders during the past 
months: 

“Don’t publish any news of 
bombardments of inhabited cen- 
ters by the nationalists (rebels) 
in Spain and above all refrain 
from mentioning Italian or Ger- 
man aviators. 

“Don’t picture the military 
situation of the Spanish reds as 
disastrous. Be less optimistic. 

“Don’t give any news of (1) 
the arrival of Chancellor Schus- 
chnigg (Austria) in Italy; (2) 
of his coming marriage with a 
worldly woman; (3) of the dis- 
banding of the Fascist party in 
Austria. 

Silence of ‘‘Volunteers” 

“Absolute silence on the ex- 
piration of the terms for the 
sending of volunteers to Spain.

“Don’t publish, not even a re- 
sume, of the Duce’s_ interview 
which will appear in  Popolo 
d'Italia (Mussolini’s personal 
newspaper ).

Members Will Fight Sell-Out 
The Cannery Workers Union 
has been established here since 
last September. The union has 
built up a following of loyal, 
honest workers who are begin- 
ning to understand very well 
the difference between an honest, 
progressive union and the kind 
of union established by the State 
Federation in Stockton. These 
union members will fight to the 
last ditch to prevent Stokel and 
the State Federation from selling 
them out. | 
The Sacramento Federated 
Trades Council, although it con- 
tains a group of reactionaries 
who are cooperating with Stokel, 
nevertheless as a whole is a 
body which is honest and wishes 
to see the cannery workers or- 
ganized into a real union. It 
is not stepping out of the picture 
as the Stockton Labor Council 
did, but is participating in or- 
ganization of the cannery work- 
ers. A great responsibility rests 
on the progressives in the Sac- 
ramento Trades Council to see 
that a real union is established, 
and that the cannery workers 
are not sold out.
